Claims 1-26 are pending. Claims 1, 13 and 26 are amended. Claims 2-12 and 14-25 are

1 . (Currently Amended); A virtual machiae configurable to function as a browsable virtual 
machine (browsable VM), the virtual maitoie comprising: 

a request handler worker for handling an incoming [qiieries] auerv relating to an 
ot>erational state of the virtu :iL majchine; 

a plurality of serviccii wherein a service perfomis operations for replying to [an] the 
incoming query; and 

an operations worker for [constructing] generating output containing a reply to the 
incoming queiy, using at leaj^ pyne of the plurality of services, wherein the reply [only] provides 
[insight] state information [into or effects] regarding die operation of the virtual machine. 

2. (Original): A virtual machine as recited in claim 1 wherein the request handler woiker is an 
HTTPtfaread. 

3. (Original): A virtual machine as recited in claim 2 wherein the incoming query is in HTTP 
format. 

4. (Previously Amended): A virtual machine as recited in claim 1 wherein the request handler 
worker fiirther includes a qnary parser for parsing the incoming query such that one of the 
plurality of services is identiiied for use by the operations worker to generate the reply to the 
incoming query. 

5. (Original): A virtual macl'one as recited in claim 1 wherein the request handler worker is 
created upon starting the lirtual machine. 
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6. (Original): A virtual machine as recited in claim 1 wherein the request handler wo3cker 
functions as a network traffic manager for routing queries and responses. 

7. (Original): A virtual macloine as recited in claim 1 wherein the plurality of services contains 
an index of available services and parameters for each service. 

8. (Original): A virtual machine as recited in claim 1 wherein the operation worker is a virtual 
machine operations thread. 

9. (Original): A virtual machine as recited in claim 1 further including a request data structure 
for transferring data between the request handler worker and the operations worker. 

10. (Previously Amended): A virtual machine as recited in claim 9 wherein the request handler 
worker creates the request djita structure that identifies one of the plurality of services to be used 
by the operations worker for generating the reply to the incoming query, 

1 1 . (Previoiisly Amended): A virtual machine as recited in claim 9 wherein the request data 
structure has a service pointsr area that ideati^es the one of the plurality of services to be used 
by the operations worker for generating the reply to the incoming -query^ a response buffer area, 
and a segment query area. 

12. (Original): A virtual machine as recited in claim 1 wherein the virtual machine is a Java""** 
virtual machine. 

13. (Currently Amended): A method of handling an incoming [query] request [to] in a virtual 
machine coaiigurable to funt:tion as a biowsable virtual machine (browsable VM) . the metho4 
comprising: 

invoking a network traffic worker for receiving the reques t the request relating to an 
operational state of the virtujal ; ry ^fl<;'hmft; 

receiving [a] ^ requsst from a browser; 

processing request to determinB a service needed to respond to the request; 
creating a request dati structure Uiat identifies the service needed to respond to the 
request; 
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effectiDig a response to tte request by passing the reqiaest data stmctxire to a virtual 
mzdhme operations worker, wherein the response [only] provides [insight] state infonnation 
[into or effects] t^^^^^k A'-js operation of the virtual machine based on the request data 
structure: and 

traosmitting the resp onse to the browser, 

14. (Original): A method as recited in claim 13 further including invoking a web server in the 
virtual machine. 

15. (Original): A method as recited in claim 14 further including creating a request thread. 

16. (Original): A method as recited in claim 15 wherein receiving a request from a browser 
further includes establishing a secure HTTP connection where the request is an HTTP request. 

17. (Original): A method as. recited in claim 13 wherein processing the request further includes 
parsing the request into segments thereby determining the service needed to respond to the 
request 

1 S. (Original): A method as recited in claim 17 further including creating a pointer to the service 
in a service library. 

19. (Previously Amended): A method as recited in claim 13 wherein creating a request data 
stmctuxe further includes: 

creating a first storage area for holding a pointer to the service needed to respond to the 
request; 

creattog a second storage area for holding a segment of the request; and 
creating a third storage area for holding a response to the request. 

20. (Original); A method as recited in claim 19 further including generating an HTTP response 
containing an HTML document into the third storage area of the request data structure. 

2U (Original): A method as recited in claim 1 9 further including generating XML pages into the 
third storage area of the request data structure. 
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22. (Origznal): A method af: recited m claim 13 further including perfonning operations in the 
virtual machine using the service snd under the control of the virtusl mschine operations worlcer, 

23. (Qrigmal): A method as recited in claim 13 further including stopping normaJi operation of 
the virtual machine while ths reqxxest is acted upon. 

24. (Original): A method as recited in claim 13 further includiag sending a. response from the 
virtual machine operations v^orker to the network traflftc worker. 

25. (Original): A me^od as recited in claim 13 wherein transmitting the response to the browser 
farther includes the network tra£5c manager sending the response to the browser. 

26. (Currently Amended): A computer-readable medium containing programmed instructions 
arranged to handle an inconLing [query] request, [to] in a virtual machine configurable to 
function as a browsable virtual machine (browsable VM), the computer-readable medium 
including programuaed instn-ctions for: 

invoking a networic traffic worker for receiving the reques t, the request relating to an 
operational state of the virtugtl mafifiinpt- 

receiving [a] request from a browser; 

processing the request to deteimine a service needed to respond to the request; 

creating a request data structure identifying the service needed to respond to the request; 

effecting a response !>:> the request by passing the request data structure to a virtual 
machine operations worker, wherein the response [ouly] provides [insight] atnt^ irifn nnation 
[into or effects] reeardiag th<s operation of the virtual machine based on the request data 
structure; and 

transmitting the response to the browser. 
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
